Houſe and Graveſend, and had an Order of Council, and Protettion for their Seamen; as is now conſtantly praiſed by reaſon of the War : the Edward 
alias Seymour, being fully diſpatcht with all her Cargo on board, Sayling to the Buoy iz the Nore, was Stopt in an unheard of manner, by Powder and Ball, 
ſeveral of the Men of War firing at Her 6 or 7 times with Shot ; which had like to have brought her Maſt by the Board : And though ſight and Copy of 
the Order by which She was thus ſtopt was demanded of the Commanders of the Men of War, yet neither could be obtained. And both Ships were
